BE  PREPARED  EOR  ANY  EVENTUALITY 

WARNS  SECRETARY  WALLACE 

The  first  assembly  of  the  delegates  attending  the  National  4-H  Camp 
gave  everyone  an  enthusiastic  start  for  the  week. 

We  delegates  were  glad  to  begin  the  assemblies  in  which  we  can  have 
our  own  discussions  and  express  our  ideas.  We  hope  that  through  these  dis- 
cussions and  express  our  ideas.  We  hope  that  through  these  discussion  meet- 
ings we  can  become  more  self-confident,  more  informed,  and  better  prepared  to 
help  carry  out  the  work  and  other  activities  of  our  club,  community,  and 
country. 

Here  are  some  of  the  high  lights  of  Secretary  Wallace's  address: 

"This  is  the  seventh  time  that  I have  had  the  opportunity  and  pleasure 
of  speaking  to  the  4-H  boys  and  girls  at  the  National  Camp.  The  boys  and 
girls  of  other  years  have  been  about  like  you,  but  the  situation  is  very  dif- 
ferent. It  is  a situation  of  far-reaching  importance  and  far-reaching 
challenge. 

a "Because  of  the  last  war  there  ms  a distortion  of  prices.  Nobody 

knows  what  turn  the  present  war  will  take.  There  is  in  other  countries  a 
reduction  of  the  importation  of  farm  products  from  the  United  States,  but 
they  may  have  famines  in  Europe  and  turn  to  us  for  help.  There  is  an  unusually 
large  quantity  of  surplus  farm  products  which  can  be  fed  to  the  European  peo- 
ple if  there  is  any  way  to  get  it  to  them.  We  Americans  should  feel  proud  to 
help  them.  The  Extension  Service  may  have  a chance  to  serve,  as  well  as  the 
4-H  members.  If  necessity  arises,  girls  can  do  canning  to  the  fullest  extent 
and  the  boys  can  carry  on  the  field  work  on  a much  larger  scale. 

"We  like  to  be  prepared  for  any  eventuality,  whether  it  be  war  or  peace 
with  other  nations.  At  this  time  we  have  here  on  the  platform  flags  of  21 
republics  of  the  New  World.  The  entire  hemisphere  is  peace-believing. 
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"At  "birth  the  German  child  is  about  like  any  other  child*  "but  they 
have  the  instinct  and  tradition  of  looking  on  other  nations  as  a trapper  looks 
on  fur-hearing  animals. 

"The  Germans  put  their  whole  being  into  the  service  of  their  fatherland. 
Wo  young  American  people  do  not  take  whole-hearted  interest  in  our  activities, 
and  \jq  are  not  so  loyal  as  were  our  grandparents. 

"I  am  glad  that  tho  Department  of  Agriculture  is  taking  pride  in  aiding 
those  things  which  will  bring  progress,  and  I hops  that  they  will  continue  to 
do  so. 


"In  case  of  national  emergency  I hope  that  you  become  a spark  plug  of 
dynamic  enthusiasm.  All  the  farmers  must  live  up  to  their  ideas  if  there  are 
to  be  any  rights  in  this  world."

4-H»ERS  SEARCH  INTO  RESEARCH 

AT  BELTSVILLE 

The  greatest  thrill 
after  the  conferences  and 
get-acquainted  meetings  came 
with  the  Beltsville  tour. 

Since  this  was  to  be  an  ex- 
pedition to  an  experiment  and 
research  station,  all  4-H 
Club  members  looked  forward  to  if 
_ with  much  interest.  Every- 
body was  thrilled  to  get  into 
comfortable  busses  and  ride 

in  the  fresh  country  air  with  a special  police  escort  which  gave  our  busses 
right-of-way. 


We  stopped  first  at  the  dairy  barn  where  a motion  picture  was  made  of 
the  delegates.  Several  officials  at  Beltsville  were  presented  and  took  charge 
of  the  tour. 


At  the  dairy  farm  we  saw  some  very  beautiful  animals.  Dairy  cattle  of 
different  breeds  were  shown.  Some  high-producing  cows  with  their  records  were 
seen.  In  connection  with  the  dairy  bam,  we  also  visited  the  cheese  house. 
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Next  on  the  tour  camo  tho  poultry  division.  Horo  it  was  explained  how 
better  turkeys  were  being  bred  for  table  use.  Quality  in  eggs  was  made  clear, 
and  poultry - improvement  was  explained. 

Some  beautiful  beef  animals  we re  seen  at  the  beef  barn.  Their  lino  of 
breeding  was  explained  by  the  manager,  while  everybody  listened  with  much  in- 
terest. 


Different  cross-breeds  of  swine  were  seen  at  the  hog  barn  where  the  im- 
portance of  cross-breeding  in  swino  was  emphasized.  The  4— H members  were  also 
shown  some  Shropshire,  Hampshire,  and  Asiatic  sheep.  Milk  goats  of  different 
breeds  were  on  display.  The  goats  average  3 quarts  of  milk  per  day. 

At  the  slaughterhouse  we  saw  different  cuts  of  meat  and  the  quality  was 
explained. 


The  tour  went  on,  and  everyone  became  more  and  more  interested.  We 
came  to  the  barn  where  exoeriments  are  made  with  guinea  pigs.  This  was  very 
interesting.  Some  crosses  between  mice  wero  also  shown.  At  this  place  horses 
on  different  rations  were  shown,  and  the  effect  of  different  feeds  was  made 
clear. 


All  4-H  members  seemed  to  enjoy  the  tour.  The  evident  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  tour  pertained  to  farm  animals  and  farm  improvements.
